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SENTENCE FOR DE LANCEY 


CONTINUED; MOTION IS 


MADEJflOEW TRIAL 


Attorneys for Defense Outline Grounds 


and, After Some Argument, Matter 


Is Postponed 


Sentence was not imposed on Attorney John S. De Lancey this 


morning when the case was called, as his attorneys made a motion 
for a new trial and, after argument until noon, the case was con- 
tinued to Saturday morning for further argument. 


When De Lancey appeared before Judge Brown in the criminal 


department of the Superior Court at 11 o'clock to hear judgment 
pronounced upon him as the result of his conviction for the alleged 
embezzlement of $10,000 from the estate of the late George Hite 
Cook, while acting ,as the legal representative of former Public Ad- 
ministrator George' Gray, the courtroom was jammed to the doors 
with spectators and the space inside the rail was well filled with 
attorneys. 
. . 
De Lancey was brought over from the county jail a few minutes 


before his case was called and took a seat with his sister and sister- 
in-law, Mrs. D. J. Hall, who were the only members of his immediate 
iamily in court. 


Both Attorneys M. C. Chapman and A. L. Frick, who defended 


the convicted lawyer, were in attendance, as were also District At- 
torney Donahue and Assistant District Attorney 
Hynes, who con- 


\ 


ducted the prosecution. 


De Lancey left his seat and took his 


place alongside Attorney Frick in front 
of the bench when Judge Brown called 
his case and ordered him up to be ar- 
raigned for sentence. 


He was deathly pale but manifested 


no other outward signs of mental or 
physical suffering. The arraignment was 
conducted through Clerk Rudolph and 
at Its conclusion Attorney Frick waved 
De Lancey back Into his seat and ad- 
dressing the court, said. 


MOTION BY DEFENSE. 


"May 
It please your honor, the defense 


now moves the court for a new trial," 
and then he outlined the grounds In suo- 
»ttance as follows: 


That the Jury received evidence In 


the case out of court during the trial 
and other than that presented In 
court. In violation of Its sworn duty. 


That the court erred In Its Instruc- 


tions directed to the Jury In mattery 
of law and the evidence. 


That the verdict was contrary to 


' the law and the evidence. 


That the Jury had been guilty of 


misconduct by reason of which a fair 
and Impartial consideration 
of the 


case was prevented. 


TO USE AFFIDAVITS. 


"With reference to the contention that 


the jury had received evidence out of 
court. Judge Prick said that the defense 
was not ready to divulge the facts In 
the premises but that at the proper time 
during his argument for a new trial he 
hoped to prove by means of affidavits 
or other evidence that the Jury, or at 
least certain members of it, had taken 
evidence outside of the court room. 
Frick contended that the prosecution 
had committed several errors during the 
trial which could not be erased, citing 
them briefly In order to get the record 
covering them for his future reference. 


Regarding the contention that the ver- 


dict was contrary to the law and the evi- 
dence. Frick attacked the Indictment up- 
on which De Lancey was tried. He said 
that according to it the alleged embez- 
zlement had occurred some time between 
September 14, 1908, and the date the In- 
dictment was returned, the period cov- 
ered being almost a year, and ho con- 
tended that It was the duty of the prose- 
cution to specify the exact date. 


CALLS INDICTMENT DEFECTIVE 
If the embezzlement took place at the 


time the certificate of deposit came Into 
the hands of De Lancey and was 
posited by him with the Oakland Bank of 
Savings for collection, then it was nol 
$10.000 In United States gold coin that 
defendant had misappropriated, as was 
alleged in the indictment, but the cer- 
tificate Instead, if the crime was com- 
mitted after that time, then It remained 
for the prosecution to Indicate when and 
how. 
The Indictment was defective because 


nf its 
Indefinlteness 
In the premises 
Should the prosecution elect to say tha 
the embezzlement occurred after the cer- 
tificate of deposit had been converted Into 
cash, then the defense was ready to show 
that it must ha\e been committed at th< 
time that De Lancey repaid the money 
to Gray, this beiite after the return o 
the indictment by the Grand Jury. 


If such were the facts, as numerous 


authorities tended to support, Attorney 
Prick said that the Indictment was in- 
operative In that it alleged a crime In 
anticipation of Its commission 


STANDS ON INDICTMENT. 


Assistant District Attorney Hynes In- 


terposed at this Juncture that the pros- 
ecution would not assume anything with 
reference to the point raised, but would 
upon the indictment. 


ien the noon hour arrived Judge 
n announced that further hearing 


on the motion would tie deferred until 
next Saturday morning at 
10 o'clock, 
whereupon 
court adjourned 
and 
De 
lancey was returned to his cell In the 
county jail without hearing sentence pro- 
nounced upon him.

ing asked for what purpose he wanted It 
he told the druggist that his house was 
Infested with mloe and rats, and thought 
this a capital remedy with which to rid 
himself of th» p«sts 
Dabols, realizing 


the man's condition, filled a bottle labeled 
strychnine with ma&nasla, and cautioning 
the despondent man as to the deadly ef- 
fects of the supposed poison, made him 
sign the register, giving reaaons for want- 
Ing same 


Grasping the bottle tightly In his hand 


he rushed across the street to his home. 
Meeting his wife he dramatically declared 
his Intention of ending his life, at the 
same time exhibiting to the horror- 
atrtaken woman the bottle labeled strych- 
nine 
Before she could reach her hus- 


band's side he swallowed the contents of 
the vial anfl fell writhing to tho floor. 
Frantic with terror the -woman rushed to 
tne telephone and summoned Dr A. H.

Arriving at the Tyer home the 
doctor, with the aid of a stomach pump 
and strong emetics soon saved Tyer from 
danger.

Dear Sir In reply to various legal 


questions arising during the coarse of 
discussion by your committee, and sub- 
mitted to us for an opinion, we report to 
you as follows: 


LIABILITY OF STOCKHOLDERS. 


Section 6151 of the Revised Statutes of 


the United States reads "The stock- 
holders of e\ery National Banking Asso- 
ciation shall be hdld individually respon- 
sible, equally and ratably and not one 
for another, for all contracts, debts and 
engagements of BUoh association, to( the 
extent of the amount of their stock 
therein, at the par value thereof, In ad- 
dition to the amount Invested In such 
shares " 


STATUTE OF LIMITATION. 


There being no limitation expressed 


by the United States (Statutes or govern- 
ing the time within when this kind of an 
action shall he commenced, the law of 
California will govern and this case falls 
•within Section 3!8, Subdivision 1 of the 
Code of Civil Procedure providing that-an 
action must be commenced upon a, lia- 
bility created by Statute within three 
year? 


The liability of a stockholder being 


created by statute and when the time 
commences to run, Is expressed In the 95 
Federal Reporter at page 81 in an opin- 
ion written by Evens, District Judge, 
which says "This ca«« ha* been consid- 
ered with reference to the Importance 
given It by the fact that upon the de- 
cision of It many other cases may de- 
pend 
The action Is at law and plain- 


tiff alleges in his petition that the con- 
troller of the currency having- become 
satisfied of the Insolvency of a National 
Banking Association, appointed a receiver 
iof said association 
and the controller 


found there was a deficiency in the as- 
sets to pay depositors and commenced an 
action against a stockholder to recover 


PLEADS THE STATUTE. 


Th<> latter pleaded thei statute of limi- 


tation and the Court said 
"The sole 


question 1s, -when did the cause of ac- 
tion accrue upon the amount sued for 
in this action' for that alone Is the sub- 
ject matter of this action 
There Is no 


requirement of the National 
Banking 


Act that the assessment shall be made 
by the controller within any particular 
time, and this suit Is not brought to 
enforce any general liability of the share- 
holder, but only to enforce payment of 
this particular assessment The general 
liability of the shareholder is created 
by operation of the statute Eo Inatantl 
his becoming a shareholder, but then did 
not then arise a cause of action upon 
that ^lability, nor did the right to bring 
suit arise upon that liability merely by 
virtue of the appointment of a receiver 
who could only act under the directions 
of the controller. Tho right to enforce 
,that liability by suit could not arise 
until after the creation of debts beyond 
the ability of the bank to pay, nor until 
after the appointment of a receiver, nor 
Indeed, until the, amount needed was 
ascertained and fixed by the controller 
It would seem to settle this case, par- 
ticularly as the National Banking act 
fixes no sertod within which the conclu- 
sive determination of the collector, that 
ths amount la necessary a>nd must bo 
collected shall be made, 


BRINGING OF ACTION 


No action can ever be brought by the 


contioiler In his own name, and nono 
Can be brought bj the receiver until ho 


controller, for, until that time tho amount 
Is neither due nor demandable nor par- 
able. 


When should th* controller order ac- 
tion' Quoting from Hon W W. Mor- 
TOW, In a case concurred In by Judge* 
Gilbert and Rocs, 97 Federal Reporter, 
the court says: 


"The liability of tin stockholder) Is 


several and not joint The limit of thttn 
liability I* the par or the stock held by 
each one. When the whole amonnt to 
sought to be recovered, the proceeding 
must be at law. When las* Is required, 
the proceeding may be In equity; and In 
such case an interlocutory decree mar be 
taken for contribution, and the case may 
stand over for the further,actlon of the 
court — If such action should subse- 
quently prove to be necessary — untl 
the full amount of the liability I* ex- 
hausted 
It would ba attended with In- 
jurious consequences to "forbid action 
against the stockholder* until the preoti 
amount necessary to be oolleoted should 
be formally ascertained. 


"This would greatly protract the final 


settlement, and might be attended with 
large losses by Insolvency and otherwise 
in the intervening time. 
The amount 


must depend In part upon tn* *olv*ney 
of the debtors, and th* validity of th* 
claims. 


SPEEDY ADJUSTMENT. 


"Time will be consumed In tb* appli- 


cation of than tests, and the results In 
many cases cannot be 
foreseen. 
Tkj* 


same remark* apply to the enforced col- 
lections from the stockholders A speedy 
adjustment is necessary to the efficiency 
and utility of the law. 


"Tho 
Interest of the creditors require 


It, and it was the obvious policy and 
purpose of Congress to give It 
If too 


much be collected, It is provided by th* 
statute that any surplus which may re- 
main after satisfying all demands against 
the association shall be paid over to 
the stockholders. It Is better that they 
pay more than may prove to be needed, 
than that the evils of delay shall be en- 
countered. 
. 


ENTITLED TO INTEREST. 


Depositors are entitled to the legal ret* 


of interest on their deposits from the 
time the bank closes Its doors to the 
data of payment by'the receiver. 
Th* 


legal rate Is seven per cent per annum 


In conclusion we would offer the sug- 


gestion, that Judging from the securities 
which the receiver filsplayed to your 
committee—providing these securities are 
a fair sample of the others,—in the hands 
of tho receiver of the defunct bank, that 
the chance of the depositors recelvlnj 
anything like a full share of their de- 
posits would be without reasonable hope. 


It seems apparent that as the receiver 


is on the ground and has had ampla 
opportunity to size up the merits or 
demerits of these securities, he should 
have informed the controller of their In- 
adequancy to meet present obligations 
and advised the necessity of Immediate 
prosecutions against the stockholders to 
meet the just demands of the all too con- 
fiding depositors. 


It seems to us that the receiver should 
not await like Macaw her 
of 
old 
for 


' something to turn up," befor* advlslnf 
tfte controller of the necessity of pro- 
ceeding against the stockholders. 


If the present securities are not suf- 


ficient to realize ample funds to pay off 
depositors, It Is evidently unjust that the 
depositors should be compelled to run 
the risk of the stockholders transferring 
their available assets into the hands ol 
confiding relatives and obliging friends.

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Oakland Coming to Us Due. 


Everything indicates at the present time that 


Oakland harbor will come to its rightful inheritance 
U a great commercial port within the next year or 
two. Under the recent bond issue, $2,500,000 of 
pn indebtedness was authorized for the construction 
«rf wharf improvements on the southern and west- 
trn water-fronts, $1,894,000 of that amount to be 
Expended on wharves, docks, concrete seawall on 
the southern water-front and the acquisition of land 
between Broadway and Myrtle streets for the belt 
Jine and approaches to the 2750 feet of dock to be 
ronstructed parallel with the harbor channel. The 
work on the East Oakland wharf and this rein- 
forced concrete dock is to be begun within the next 
ninety days. Preliminary steps are being taken to 
acquire the-necessary land lying north of the ordi- 
t»ary low tide on the line of the concrete dock. 


The War Department engineers, on the strength 


of this action by the city, have recommended that 
•Congress appropriate $315,000 to deepen the chan- 
nel to thirty feet at ordinary low tide from the 
entrance to the harbor to Brooklyn basin, which 
when accomplished will admit the largest ocean 
going steamship afloat on the Pacific Ocean fully 
laden to moor at the city dock. 


On the strength of this prospective appropriation, 


the Alaska Packers' Association has begun im- 
provements along the south shore of the harbor 
which will give a depth of twenty-five 
feet in 


front of its private docks facing Brooklyn basin, 
•where its large fleet of ships will be able to receive 
and discharge cargoes direct to and from its pack- 
ing-houses and warehouses and direct to the rail- 
road cars for transportation across the continent, 
instead of performing these functions, as has been 
the case in the past, on the San Francisco water- 
front and trans-shipping across the bay. These im- 
provements involve an expenditure of $500,000 by 
the Packers' Association. Now the information is 
given out that the Oakland Water Front Company, 
which owns the frontage of three hundred and fifty 
acres of reclaimed marsh land on the same side, 
lying east of the United Engineering Works adja- 
cent to the Webster street drawbridge, has planned 
to spend at once $1,000,000 for the construction of 
wharves and docks along the frontage, which will 
make this large tract of reclaimed land available at 
once for industrial uses and its frontage adaptable 
to ocean commerce. These private, municipal and 
Federal harbor improvements will thus aggregate 
approximately $3,710,000, most of which will be un- 
der way, if not actually completed, within a year 
or two. These impro\ements in the harbor prop- 
er and those which are to be made simultaneously 
on the bay front on the western side of the city 
will put Oakland in the front rank of the com- 
mercial cities of the Pacific Coast. 


Last year the crude petroleum output in this 


State headed the list of its mineral productions, 
exceeding in value nearly $8,000,000 the value of 
<he gold output, although the figures for the latter 
given in the United States geological report for 
1908 just published are lower by nearly $2,000,000 
than they should be. The value of the petroleum 
output of 1909 in California will sh«w a still 
greater difference, as the price of crude petroleum 
is much higher this year than it was in 1908, and 
the volume produced is much greater. 


The supervisor of the census calls attention to 


the fact that if Oakland shows in the United 
States enumeration that it has a population of 
over 300,000 it wifl be entitled to a Congressman, 
a population of 194,000 entitling a community to 
representation in the House of Representatives. 
Not only will Oakland be entitled to one Con- 
gressman, but like San Francisco, it will also be 
entitled hy virtue of the excess of population to 
joint representation in a second Congressional 
district to be organized by^reapportiontnent. 


Rival Exposition Plans. 


San Diego and San Francisco are laying the 


foundation for rival world's expositions in 1915. 
For some time past San Diego has been carrying 
out preliminary plans. These have developed far 
enough for the opening of a subscription list to a 
$1,000,000 fund for the purpose, and the San Diego 
Union represents, with the utmost confidence, that 
the total amount needed will be subscribed with- 
out difficulty. 
It complains, however, that after 


San Diego's 1915 exposition was well under w.iy 
San Franciscans began to agitate the proposition 
of holding a world's exposition the same year, and 
the claim is made that owing to priority in the pre- 
liminaries San Francisco should not "butt in." 
Both expositions are planned to commemorate the 
opening of the Panama Canal, which it is antici- 
pated will be opened in 1915. 


Regardless of what San Diego does, the city 


across the bay is evidently bent upon going ahead 
with the project and a mass meeting to take the 
preliminary steps toward carrying it out is being 
held in the Merchants' Exchange building this 
afternoon. One thing is self-evident—if both cities 
persist in holding rivat expositions the same year 
and for the same purpose, they are sure to con- 
tribute toward one another's failure. 
The pro- 


moters of the two expositions should get together 
and reach an amicable understanding before pro- 
ceeding farther with their plans, so as to avoid a 
ruinous clash of their respective interests. 


Rabfes is supposed to be a disease unknown 


heretofore in California, or, at all events, so rare 
that the "dog days" which are so full of peril in 
the eastern States and in Europe that muzzling is 
made imperative, have had no terror in the past 
to Californians. Burfthe State Board of Health has 
got up a genuine scare in Pasadena by declaring 
that an epidemic of rabies is raging there and de- 
claring a canine quarantine on the city. Wonder 
whether it is a Los Angeles scheme to scare east- 
ern tourists away from Pasadena to punish that 
burg for revolting against being annexed? 


Pasadena is growing alarmed over the move- 


ment which Los Angeles has inaugurated to ab- 
sorb it. If the Pasadena Star voices public senti- 
ment correctly the people of that suburban city 
will fight against consolidation tooth and toe-nail, 
for the Star asserts that consolidation is an im- 
possible condition. However, the consolidation of 
Pasadena to the parent city is apparently as in- 
evitable as that of Alameda and Berkeley is to 
Oakland. The difference between the citizens of 
Oakland's neighboring cities and the Pasadenans 
is that the former are taking a sensible view of 
the prospects of union and the benefits which will 
mure to them through consolidation, while the lat- 
ter are butting their heads against a stone wall.

to take notice ^at the Northern and Central Cali- 
fornia growers are marketing the crops of their 
groves in the eastern markets several weeks ahead 
of themselves and they have started a campaign 
to discredit the value of the northern and central 
grown fruit by alleging that it does not contain the 
same percentage of sugar as their own. It is evi- 
dently a repetition of the fable of the fox and the 
grapes. The proof of the superiority of the north- 
ern and central orange belts lies in the fact that 
their crop ripens from four to eight weeks earlier 
than the crop in the southern counties and it com- 
mands the profitable Christmas trade. Moreover, 
the crop of the northern and central counties is 
selling this year under the brands of the bona fide 
growers and not under Los Angeles brands, as it 
has been doing in Eastern markets in former years, 
by which means Southern California was getting 
credit for what it was not producing and Northern 
and Central California were robbed of the free ad- 
vertising to which they were justly entitled.

LIQUID-AIR 


TREATMENT 


Certain diseases of the skin have been 


treated bv the application of the In- 
tensely cola liquid air. 
Cotton wool, 


wound lightly on the end of a rod. Is 
dipped into the double-walled glass flask 
of Hauld air and then pressed lightly on 
the affected part of the skin. 
The 


skin freezes and becomes inflamed and 
In from ten to twenty days the morbid 
growth slouprhs off. 
But liquid air Is 


expensive and it also acts too energet- 
ically. An equally efficient but cheaper 
and more manageable agent la carbon 
dioxide. 
From the steel cylinder which 


contains liquefied 
carbon dioxide the 


vapor is allowed to escape,Into a glass 
tube. 
Here it condenses Into 
snow, 


which is compressed by a piston Into a 
hard mass. 
This can be trimmed to 


the size and shape of the morbid growth 
to which It Is to be applied, and thus 
the freezing of the surrounding healthy 
skin can be avoided 
* 


The temperature of 
carbon 
dhnrlde 


snow is 130 degree below zero, Fahren- 
heit, while that of liquid air Is about 
290 degrees below zero, Fahrenheit. The 
snow la cold enough, however, to freeze 
the skin Into a hard, white mass In a 
few minutes. Too long application may 
cause necrosis, or death, of the under- 
lying tissues. The skin subsequently be- 
comes slightly Inflamed and an appear- 
ance similar to that caused by a burn 
Is produced. 


In general, freezing and burning pro- 


duce similar effects on the skin. 
In 


two or three weeks the part that has 
been frozen falls off as a scab, reveal- 
ing skin of quite normal appearance or 
marked by a slight scar. The Lppllca- 
tlon of this remedy Is not attended with 
great pain.

Southern Pacific May Improve 


Proposed Boulevard in

meda for Franchise 


ALAMEDA, Dec. 7.—Following a con- 


ference between F. TV. Hoover, industrial 
agent of the Southern Pacific Company, 
Mayor W. H. Noy and Councilman F. L. 
Krumb. the former declared that 
he 
would place the proposition of having the 
company pay for the Improvement of the 
proposed Atlantic Boulevard, In return 
for a franchise for an Industrial line on 
that thoroughfare, before the 
officials. 


Hoover was Impressed with the proposi- 
tion and it is likely that the prolect will 
xo through, as It Is known that the 
Southern Pacific Company Is anxious to 
get a right of way along the north side 
so as to accommodate the factories in 
that section. 
At the committee meeting of the council 


Friday night the street committee, of 
which Councilman Krumb Is chairman, 
was asked to ascertain whether or not 
the Southern Pacific 
Company would 


pave the proposed Atlantic Boulevard in 
return for a franchise. The matter came 
before the council -when A. D. Shephard 
of 
the Pacific Improvement Company, 


•which owns considerable land along the 
north side, offered to donate a strip of 
land, 100 feet In width, along the south 
side of Its property for the proposed At- 
lantic Boulevard 
This offer was made 


with the provision that the P. I. Company 
not be charged for the Improvement of 
tha thoroughfare 
This led the council 


tb seek other means of having the boule- 
vard paved after It is opened and the idea 
of having the railroad company do the 
work in return for a franchise was sug- 
gested. 
The railroad, at one time, desired to 
get an opening into the manufacturing 
district along Blandlng avenue, through 
the Dow Pump Works. This avenue has 
been closed, however, and an entrance 
from the west is now being sought. If 
the railroad decides to improve the street 
in return for the franchise, this right- 
of-way will be obtained and Alameda 
will have an industrial lino along the 
north side. It Is likely that opposition 
will arise against a railroad on the pro- 
posed boulevard, but that remains to be 
seen.

In «o doing he 
brought about a revolution in natural 
canning procearca. 
In Improved form

day. Record* of the French Academy of 
Science, Juit lately unearthed tn Paris, 
have laid bare the 
whole pura 
food 


history. 
There was strong objection to the man- 
ner In which the "Little Oorstcan's" 
soldiers were convened to carry food 
and eat It while on the march. 
So 


strenuously did the French nation rolce 
Its disgust at the methods then In vogue 
that Napoleon directed that the academy 
offer a price of 12,000 francs to the man 
who could keep foods Indefinitely in their 
natural condition, without added preser- 
vatives, euch as wers then believed to 
be In use and which Included teat, sugar, 
vinegar and smoke. 
Nicholas Appert won the 12,000 francs. 


He discovered what hae sine* been »er- 
fected Into the present day methdd of 
canning, for he simply enclosed the food 
In airtight containers and subjected the 
whole to such a degree "of heat that the 
contents received thorough sterilization. 
The vessels which Appert used 
were 


clumsy. He was handicaped in his ef- 
forts by poor utensils. 
However, he 
originated 
I ho 
fundamental 
principle 


which Is used in American canneries to- 
day. Now, however, in place of Appert's 
crude vessels, fruits, vegetables and the 
like* are placed In bright, new, clean cans, 
•which are made airtight. 
The second 


division of the process la the subjec- 
tion of Ui* cans to Intense heat. Boiling 
water at a, temperature of 212 degrees 
Fahrenheit Is the natural steriliser in 
which thousands upon thousands of cans 
are allowed to stand for a given length 
of time. If cooked by steam or In 
retort at from 240 to 260 degrees ot 
more, the product is not given as long a 
period of sterilisation. 
Science, since 


Apperfs day, has determined the length 
of time necessary. 
The operation Is 


simple, yet the process Is all-important. 
Absolutely nothing more than heat Is 
necessary to keep the delicacies in a 
pure state for years. The sterilization 
process in the case of canned tomatoes 
requires only fifteen minutes at the high- 
est temperature to forty minutes at the 
lowest. As a result th«re Is no necessity 
today for the seventeenth century use 
of the chemicals or drugs which hell 
sway_ before Napoleon presented Appert 
with the 12,000 francs for his discovery. 
An authority on food points out that 
even though a preservative be added the 
cans would be compelled to go through 
the same process, BO there la no in- 
centive for foreign substance*.
